recently that all Chinese residents in 
Hawaii were to be assessed so much 
per head by the Chinese government, 
the fund so realized to be applied to 
the payment of the enormous indemnity 
•which China is to pay 
the nations 


which suffered through the Boxer trou- 
bles. It was stated that the Chinese 
officials were resorting to these meas- 
ures to secure aid for the depleted 
treasury of the Empire, and that P/lnce 
Ching, a member of the royal family 
had suggested that a head tax be to- 
posed -upon all wearers of the queue. 
This jmggestlon referred to all Chinese 
whether residing in the empire o* in 


countries. Prince Chtng's plan 


^ 
ted was to send commlaslon- 


ito all countries where Chinese"re- 


„ fed to collect the tax, claiming that 


as they do not become citizen? of other 
countries, they should as3'« their na- 
tive land. 


A/prominent Chinese official in dis- 


cussing the proposed tax stated that he 
believed that the rumor had no official 
foundation, as nothing had been heard 
of it at the local consulate. He hard- 
ly believed that the Chinese government 
would resort to such extremes, as the 
people residing in the empire were not 
in a position, financially, to have such 
a tax imposed upon them 
As to Chi- 


nese in foreign countries being levied 
upon, he could not say whether they 
would submit, even if the rumor had 
official foundation. 


Prince Chine's plan has created con- 


siderable dissatisfaction in the south- 
ern provinces of the Chinese empire, 
aA is liable to result in serious dis- 
turbances 
It is claimed that residents 


of the northern provinces were alone 
responsible for the Boxer movement, 
and that they should be called upon 
to bear any expense caused by their ac- 
tion. The Chinese of the southern prov- 
inces were friends of the foreigners, and 
as most of the merchants 
in foreign 


countries are from the southern prov- 
inces, the movement on fool to resist 
the taxation for indemnity is rapidly 
gaining ground, and it is said that the 
Chinese abroad will refuse to pay the 
proposed tax. 


Prince Ching says that if they refuse 


the burden will fall on their relatives 
in the southern provinces, 
and that 


other oppressive measures will be en- 
forced against them.and that merchants 
abroad refusing to pay the proposed tax 
will not be allowed to return to their 
mother country and will be classified as 
traitors.

High Sheriff Brown at noon yesterday, 
and it was only a few hours later when 
Haskell was given his liberty. 


Haskell had served nearly ten months 


of a two years' sentence imposed by 
Judge Humphreys on a conviction for 
larceny in the second, degree.

During this time Sir Samuel Griffiths, 
the then Premier of the Colony, yield- 
ing to the pressure of the Labor party 
on the hustings at the general parlia- 
mentary election pledged himself to in- 
troduce a bill for the abolition of Ka- 
naka labor for plantation purposes, 
and on the strength of that pledge he

CHANGE IN 


THE CABINET 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Charles Emo- 


ry Smith, of Philadelphia, has tendered 
to 'the President his formal resignation 
as Postmaster General, to take effect 
••early next month, and Henry C. Payne 
of Wisconsin, vice chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee, has ac- 
.cepted the tender of the office, to which 
he Will be nominated Immediately after 
the holiday recess. Smith has agreed to 
remain untl January loth if necessary, 
but will return Immediately thereafter 
to Philadelphia to resume the editorship 
of the Philadelphia Press. 
This change in the cabinet was for- 


mally announced at today's session of 
the cabinet-. 
AU the members of the 


cabinet expressed their profound regret, 
.and the President paid a very impressive 
tribute to the services and personality 
•rit the retiring member of his 
official 


family. He said that he had sought to 
persuade Mr. Smith to alter his deter- 
minaton and to remain In the cabinet, 
but without success, and he had finally 
accepted Mr. Smith's reasons as deci- 
sive. 
Smith .first announced to the Provident 


the latter yu.rt of last month that lie had 
decided to return to his editorial duties. 
The President at that time urged him to 
remain. Smth. however, had been fre- 
quently reminded by his business asso- 
ciates of the duties devolving upon him. 
and was anxious to return to them. He 
had several talks with President Roose- 
velt on the subject, and finally on Satur- 
day afternoon last, formally tendered to 
the President the following 
letter of 


resignation:

Mr. Dunne opened with a statement 


for the United States, first reading the 
petition and comparing the answer as, 
he read. "The only question Involved in 
this suit," he, said, "is the value of the 
leasehold Interest in these lands. Tho 
plaintiff puts an estimate upon the lease 
at $16,800, while the 
defendant claims 


$200,000, of which over $50,000 Is alleged to 
be for money spent upon improvements 
within the past three years. It will'be 
your duty to hear the evidence, separate 
the wheat from the chaff, and place a 
fair market value upon the Itasenold in- 
terest wanted by the government for 
public purposes. 
The government will 


try to show that the defendant, tne Ho- 
nolulu Plantation Company, is a corpor- 
ation engaged In the production of sugar, 
It has not acquired interests in fee In 
this land, but only a leasehold in a tract 
of 4.200 acres, of which the government 
seeks about 617 acres, and which, has 
never been developed in any way. It is 
what is called raw land, a crop of sugar 
having never been raised on the land, 
desired by the United States. In addi- 
tion, this is not a homogeneous piece of 
land. It is made up of varied soils, with 
marshy spots, and of little value. Oaly 
ibout one-half of the 617 acres is arame, 
it has no independent source of water 
supply, and no water whatsoever, ex- 
cepting a small artesian well of brackish 
water. The soil is shallow, and if tne 
and were to be cultivated, water would 
have to be transported. The defendant 
n this case holds the leasehold of tne 
Dowsett Estate and one other lease 
which I will not refer to at this time, as 
t is not known to what extent it will 
enter intc the case, 


"Under the law the Honolulu Planta- 


tion Company made a return to the tax 
office In 1900 and 1901, and this leasehold 
ntereat was put in at $50,000 for 4,720 
ac-res; this suit will have to deal with 
but one-eighth ot this acrcag-e. 
These 
ax returns do not show all the acreage 
ncluded in the leasehold interest, and 
which the company thought was worth 
ioO.OOC. It will be your duty as jurymen 
3 say what this leasehold interest was 
worth on the 6th day of July, 1901, at the 
ime this suit was instituted, and I want 
•ou to place a. fair market value upon 
t." 
Judge Silliman replied on behalf of the 


defendant. "There Is not much at con- 
roversy in this case," he 
said.

the tax returns. 'Finally the court al- 
lowed such evidence to go In upon the 
returns being shown to have been made 
by the Honolulu Plantation Company, 
Manager Low being: put on the stand by 
Mr. Dunne to provfe this. The returns 
for the two years past showed the lease- 
hold Interest for the entire plantation 
to have been placed at $50,000. 


J. K. Archer, deputy tax assessor for 


Ewa, was put on the stand for the pur- 
pose of showing the same facts, the 
Court stipulating in allowing the intro- 
duction of the tax returns that the gov- 
ernment should put before the Jury all 
the property returned by the plantation. 


The two leases were also put In evi- 


dence, the one from the Dowsett Es- 
tate to the Honolulu Plantation Com- 
pany for a term of seven years, showing 
that It was paid up. The defendant paid 
J20.000 for this lease, and agreed also to 
pay the taxes during the period it had 
to run. 


The thirty-year lease from the .Bishop 
Estate to the defendant begins in 1908, 
at the expiration of the Dowsett lease, 
and runs for thirty years. For.the first 
two years the Bishop Estate .was to 
have been paid J2.000, annually, and fol- 
lowing that the annual rental was to 
be three and a half per cent of all the 
sugar raised, the total, however, not to 
be less than $4,000 annually. 


This closed the case for the afternoon.
